The Town Meeting Revived. 


A plan is afoot to revive the old-style town meeting-, as a 


means for developing "an intelligent electorate and for stimu- 
lating popular participation in national affairs." 


An organization called "Uncle Sam's Voters" is sponsor for 


the scheme. It is a non-partisan, non-profit federation with 
headquarters at Washington. Nelson Morris, former Minister 
to Sweden, is President; former Representative James Good, 
of Iowa, is Vice President; Samuel Adams of Chicago is Direc- 
tor General. 


Mr. Adams describes the organization as formed to aid in 


the solution of local, state, national and international problems 
by' bringing the collective intelligence of the country to bear 
upon them. The first step, he explains, is to be the revival, in 
the form of local assemblies, of the old town meeting, "as an 
effective force in modern life." Governors -of the states and 
representative men and women from all walks of life will be 
asked to serve on the advisory board and to promote the cause 
in their localities- 


If the old town meetings where friends and neighbors met 


for free, fearless yet pointed discussion can be revived it will j 
be an excellent thing. It should be possible through them toi 
arrive at an intelligent public opinion which honestly expresses 
the individual community, and to sum up from these a truly 
representative national public opinion. 


There is great need for just such a force in this country to- 


day, when problems look large and it seems so difficult for the 
people to know what they want, or to give their wishes coher- 
ent form.

sumption of sugar in the United States was about nine pounds 
a year. Fifty years later it had risen to 40 pounds a year- 
After that it increased about 5 per cent a year until the advent 
of prohibition. In 1921, statistics show, 87 pounds of sugar a 
year were consumed by man, woman and child. In 1922 the 
public consumed 103 pounds of sugar per person. The imag- 
ination is appalled at thoughts of what this year's total may be. 


In spite of all this pernicious activity on the part of sugar- 


eaters, the public will be interested to hear the results of the 
investigation ordered by President Harding. The public may 
be over-indulging its s\v££t tooth, but it is equally likely that 
"fixers" and "'•'speculators" are over-indulging their -appetite 
for profits.

Count Leo Tolstoy was born in ihe 


reign of Nicholas the First. While he 
had wealth, fame and a happy family 
life, the son last evening told of the 
father's great moral struggle in his 
later years. He found out that all the 
gods he had worshipped before were 


; only self-deceptive and 
that if 
one 


had no God he had nothing to live for. 
He visited the church 
each 
Sunday 


and he talked about religion with the 
Russian ministers and priests. He 
talked to the monks In the monasteries 
and yet found no answer to his ques- 
tion and at that time he was struggling 
against the temptation to commit sui- 
cide. Finally he was saved by the belief 
of the simple, uneducated 'laboring 
man. He found the religion of all the 
great sages of the -world'and he proved 
by his life and writings that the great 
ideals of Christianity 
are not unat- 


tainable. He began to work in the 
fields, considering it a -sin to continue 
to live .the idle life of a country gentle- 
man and he applied also his great 
ideals of life and non resistance to the 
solution of all political, social and eco- 
nomic questions of life. 


In closing his lecture Count Tolstoy 


said that in the event of another war 
in Europe he hoped America would 
keep out of it; that it would sell no 
ammunition nor profit financially by a 
European war, but have a moral guid- 
ance in Europe. 


Count Tolstoy spoke at New Hamp- 


shire College. Durham. Wednesday af- 
ternoon and this evening speaks in 
Somersworth. He captures his aud- 
iences with his straight forward and 
instructive messages and is in great 
demand as a lecturer. He lives the 
simple life, as did his father and has an 
attractive country home in .Southbury, 
Conn. He lost his fortune when the 
Bolsheviks confiscated all his posses- 
sions over five years ago in Russia, but 
he has made his way in this country 
and loves America. Like his famous 
father he believes that manual labor is 
an aid to mental achievement and he 
devotes much of his time to gardening 
on his estate. Both he • and Countess 
Tolstoy have no little skill as artists 
and in the rooms of their home are 
said to he many 
landscapes of the 


country in that vicinity. - 


At the close of the lecture last even- 


ing many in the audience' took the op- 
portunity to say a few words of greet- 
ing to the noted lecturer.
